May it please Your Grace, 

I have the honour to transmit, in order that the same may be laid before Parliament, 
a General Abstract, of the number of Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered in Ireland 
during the year 1873 ; as required by the 26 Vic., cap. 11, the 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 
the 7 & 8 Vic., cap. 81. 

The first-mentioned Act provides for the Registration of the Births and Deaths of the 
entire population — the second for the Registration of R,oman Catholic Marriages, — and 
the third for the Registration of the Marriages of members of the Protestant community. 
The two former statutes came into operation on the 1st of January, 1864 ; the last- 
mentioned on the 1st of April, 1S45. 

During the year 1873, 144,592 Births and 97,840 Deaths were registered in Ireland. 
In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary 
and the Metropolitan police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports) 
90,149 persons emigrated; a decrease of 43,397 would therefore appear to have taken 
place in the population. The estimated population in the middle of the year was 
5,337,261. 

The mean temperature at Dublin for the year was 4S'9° against an average of 49'7° for 
the years 186S-72, and the rain-fall measured 25'528 inches, being somewhat under the 
average. 



MARRIAGES.— The number of Marriages registered in Ireland during the year 1873 
amounted to 26,566, being equal to a ratio of 1 in 201 or -50 per cent, of the estimated 
population in the middle of that year. Of this number 18,573 took place between 
Roman Catholics and 7,993 between Protestants, beincr equal respectively to 1 Marriage 
in every 220 Roman Catholics, and 1 in every 157 Protestants. The average number 
of Marriages registered in the years 1S6S-72 was 27,972. 

BIRTHS.— The Births registered in Ireland during the year amounted to 144,592 — 
74,388 boys and 70,204 girls — affording a ratio of 1 in every 36'91 or 27T per 1,000 of 
the population, against an average rate of 27'4 per 1,000 for the previous 5 yearn. 

DEATHS.— The number of Deaths registered was 97,S40— 49,191 males and 4S, 649 
females— equal to a ratio of 1 in every 54’55 or 1S'3 per 1,000 of the population. The 
average rate for the years 1S68— 72 was 16'7 per 1,000. 

Ages.— Of the 97,S40 Deaths registered during the year, 13,S41, or 14T per cent., 
were of children under 1 year old, and 40,099, or 4V0 per cent., were of persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

Diseases.— During the year, 11,337 Deaths were stated by the Registrars to have 
occurred from the principal zymotic diseases, being 11 ‘6 per cent, of the total Deaths. 
Of these, 481 were caused by small-pox 1,159 by measles, 2,039 by scarlet fever 354 by 
diphtheria, 1,936 by whooping-cough, 3,071 by fever, 2,211 by diarrhoea, and 86 by 
simple cholera. 

Inquests.— There were 2,757 inquests reported to the Registrars, giving 1 inquest to 
every 35 deaths registered. 

Deaths in Public Institutions.— Of the 97,840 Deaths registered during the year 
1873 14699 or 15 '0 per cent, occurred in public institutions. 

The final revision of the numbers as given in the foUovring Tables for the year 
1873 has not yet been completed; they will probably be found to differ, m some 
instances, from the revised numbers in the detailed Abstracts to be hereafter presented 
to Parliament with my Tenth Annual Report, but not to any important extent.
